SUMMER If the attendance 
COLLECTING at the meetings of 

the Columbus 
Philatelic Club and the enthusiasm 
of the members is any indication of 
summer interest in stamps then one 
must conclude that the old bugaboo 
about stamp collecting going flat in 
the summer time is a thing of the 
past.

that will permit them to get their 
name in print. 

We have no intention of enter- 
ing into arguments about precancels 
with anyone. We have not the 
room to print such matter. How- 
ever we have always had a deep 
interest in these stamps and in 
the hobby of collecting them altho 
not an enthusiastic collector. 

What we want to speak about now 
is a matter that the records will 
support us in. 

At the coming convention of this 
society, an official organ will be 
chosen for the coming year. This 
matter of choosing an official or- 
gan for a stamp society is a matter 
that is badly managed and handled 
by every society. In the case of 
the Precancel Society, they are now 
being served by the best official 
organ that the society has ever 
had. We do not mean best in that 
Mr. Gloeb’s paper is a better paper 
than any other one that was ever 
us . for the Official Organ of the 
P. S. but we do mean best, be- 
cause the paper is a strictly pre- 
cancel publication. Mr. Gloeb has 
given far more to the Precancel 
Hobby than any other man in the 
game with the possible exception of 
the publishers of the annual cat- 
alogues. 

Mr. Gloeb is probably being very 
poorly paid for the vast amount of 
work which he is doing for the P. 
S. S. His support has never been 
more than luke warm, he is deserv- 
ing of every bit of support that the 
society can give him. He is offer- 
ing and supplying a strictly pre- 
cancel paper, a great help to the 
hobby, and the hobby should stand 
solidly behind him. 

It is to be hoped that the mem- 
bers of the society will not be mis- 
led by promises of others. Mr. 
Gloeb has no promises to make, he 
has been performing for some 
time. With his paper you know 
just what you can expect. It is the 
fault of the collectors of these 
stamps if his paper is not better 
than it is. No paper can operate 
without support. If you can not 
support Mr. Gloeb and his paper do 
not be foolish enough to think that 
some other paper can or will give 
you what you want without you 
give it the same support that you 
owe Mr. Gloeb.

$75.00 and a nice copy will easily 
bring it, too. 

From New Orleans, La. comes 
some rare ones. Take the 1916-17 
issue, the le lists at $1.00, and in 
a block at $4.00. The 2c goes at 
$15.00, the 3c up to $100.00 and the 
6c leaps to $150.00. Blocks of the 
last three values are unknown, and 
if any exist, set your own price 
around $250.00. 

In precancels, especially the bu- 
reaus, considerable attention is giv- 
en to blocks. The 1c Oklahoma, 
Okla., bureau issued in 1922 lists 
at $8.00, and in a block at $75.00. 
At a recent auction this block re- 
ceived a bid of $66.00. 

Some years ago there was con- 
siderable talk about the Pilgrim 
Tercentenary set from Nogales, 
Ariz. They were selling for $25.00 
the set, but today they are listed 
at $15.00 in the precancel catalogue. 

The Bureau Print errors from 
Milwaukee showing a “k” for the 
“1” on the 1% and 8¢ catalogue 
$1.50 and $6.00 respectively, and 
worth it easily. Another bureau 
error comes from Athol, Mass., on 
the le coil. It shows an “Il” for 
the “t”. This error only catalogues 
$1.00, but has always sold at auc- 
tion for $6.00 or above.

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PACIFIC SHIP TO SHORE MAIL 


Linn’s Weckly Stamp News 
Columbus, Ohio 


Gentlemen: 


There has been called to my at- 
tention a story in your edition of 
July 4 describing the recent ship- 
to-shore flight in which the SS City 
of Los Angeles and the Goodyear 
dirigible “Volunteer” participated 
and which reads in part as follows: 


“For some unexplainable reason 
a cover which is at hand from 
Mr. M. de F. Spinola of Hilo, 
Hawaii, bearing the cachet and 
undoubtedly mailed from Ha- 
waii, is cancelled at San Pedro, 
Calif., on June 12th.” 


To clear up your misanderstand- 
ing of this flight, permit me to ex- 
plain that the committee endeavored 
to make clear in all the advance 
publicity given to this flight that 
mail was received and handled for 
this stunt by the committee as a 
favor to collectors and that follow- 
ing the experiment, these covers 
would be deposited on the roof of 
the San Pedro postoffice and there 
cancelled and forwarded to the ad- 
dresses through the mails. 

We did our best to convince peo- 
ple that these covers did not tech- 
nically become mail until they were 
thus deposited in the San Pedro 
post office. However, almost every- 
one seems to have placed his own 
interpretation upon this angle of 
the affair, as well as the others;

hence whoever supplied you with 
your information probably did not 
accurately inform you of the meth- 
od by which the stunt was to be 
carried out. 

The 16,635 covers which were 
sent in for this stunt, therefore, 
were all cancelled at San Pedro, 
Calif., on June 12th and the cover 
to which you have reference is cor- 
rectly postmarked.

I had assumed that you 
had been kept fully informed of all 
developments pertaining to this 
flight, since Capt. Nicholson told 
me on a number of occasions that 
he was keeping the philatelic pub- 
lications advised of all develop- 
ments.

FOUR AIRMAIL STAMPS ARE 
SOLD FOR $15,000 


John Aspinwall, Banker, 
Block of Rare 24-Cent 


Issue of 1918 


Buys 


John Aspinwall, a Newburgh, N. 
Y., banker and a collector of rare 
United States stamps, has just pur- 
chased an unused block of four of 
the first United States airmail is- 
sue, 24 cents of 1918, with the in- 
verted centre, for $15,000. It is 
recognized as one of the rarest 
blocks among United States 
stamps. Mr. Aspinwall purchased 
it through Joseph Hoffman, head of 
the Hoffman Stamp Company of 
29 West Thirty-fourth Street. 

Stamp dealers who were inform- 
ed of the sale did not consider the 
price excessive. The record auc- 
tion price for a single copy of this 
inverted airmail issue is $2,300, ob- 
tained about two years ago at the 
sale in this city of the John Wil- 
liams collection. For such rarities, 
the four stamps in an unsevered 
condition are proportionately more 
valuable. 

Outside of the blocks of these 
stamps still retained by Colonel E. 
H. R. Green, who purchased the 
only sheet in existence when it was 
discovered a few years ago, Mr. 
Aspinwall and Arthur Hind, Utica 
textile manufacturer, are the only 
philatelists who own a block of four 
of the inverted airmail stamp. Col- 
onel Green sold a few from his 
sheet of 100 stamps to friends for 
$250 apiece and all of these “error 
printed” originals came from Col- 
onel Green’s valuable sheet. Since 
that time the price has gone up 
rapidly.

RED CROSS PART 
PERFORATED 


The Red Cross stamp exists in 
part perforate form! We know, 
because Miss Vallie Mae Harris 
has submitted for inspection a 
block of fifteen stamps from the 
lower left corner of the left pane 
of Black plate No. 20466 in which 
the horizontal perforations are en- 
tirely missing between the third 
and fourth vertical pairs in the 
two bottom rows. This was due 
to a curious fold in the sheet as 
it went through the machine, and 
there are extra lines of perfora- 
tions running diagonally thru sev- 
eral stamps. But the two vertical 
pairs imperforate between are per- 
fectly distinct and probably con- 
stitute one of the most interesting 
minor varieties in modern U. S. 
Only two such pair exist. The 
entire bottom row on this block 
also lacks the perforations under 
the last row of stamps, so there 
is another minor variety. Three 
such stamps exist in addition to 
the two pairs mentioned above.

NICARAGUA EARTHQUAKE 
AIR STAMP PROVISIONALS 


The K. Lissiuk Philatelic Co. 
gives us the following information: 

Coincident with the terrible 
earthquake which destroyed the 
city of Managua with appalling 
loss of life and property—Nicar- 
agua Postage Stamps with a face 
value of over six million dollars 
were destroyed in the ruins of the 
Post Office. 

According to the government 
statement—“there exists a possi- 
bility that stamps had been lost 
and are circulating with detriment 
“and loss of Revenue” to the gov- 
ernment.” 

“It is decreed that “1931” be 
surcharged on all postage stamps.” 

Of particular interest to us are 
the Air Mail stamps issued under 
the foregoing decree. Quoting 
from “La Gaceta” the official gov- 
ernment newspaper of Nicaragua, 
we note in their issue dated June 
5th, Managua, the following de- 
cree :— 

Owing to the fact that Air Mail 
stamps are exhausted, the re-sur- 
charge of 3488 stamps which were 
withdrawn from service and per- 
taining to the issue of 1929 with 
the value of 25 cents and which bear 
the surcharge “Correo Aereo 1929 
P. A. A.” is hereby authorized con- 
sisting of the following quantities 
which stock is the only remainder 
at the Government Deposit. 

The following quantities. to be 
surcharged at the Government 
Printing Press in green ink with 
the inscription “Vale 15c. 1931.” 





190 brown color 
332 orange color 
1000 violet color 

To be surcharged also in green 

ink “Vale 20c. 1931.” 
1966 violet color 

Given at the Presidential Palace 
at Managua on the 38rd day of 
June, 1931. J. M. Moneada, the 
Minister of Finance Ant. Barber- 
ena.” 

From the foregoing it will be 
seen that these stamps have been 
officially ordered by the president 
of the Republic of Nicaragua, and 
have been regularly issued. We 
have numbers of covers addressed 
to us in the regular course of busi- 
ness, bearing copies of all of these 
stamps, and we know that addi- 
tional covers with these stamps as 
postage exist in fair numbers. 

All of these four Provisional 
stamps are rare, though of course 
the 15¢c and 25c brown is the rarest 
of the group, only 190 issued. It 
is thus rarer than the Hawker, 
DePinedo, B. M. Columbia, Colom- 
bia Republic No. 1, and other 
stamps which are today valued 
from three hundred to a thousand 
dollars each.
